1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 42-57, 
67-86 are allowed. The art of record does not teach or render obvious an osteal implant 
having a shaft and a base being substantially orthogonal to longitudinal axis of the shaft 
in at least two non-parallel direction, the base being planer and at least one of a top 
surface or a bottom surface of the base having a first height at a radial distance from the 
longitudinal axis and a second height at a second radial distance from the longitudinal 
axis; the first height being maintained through at least two directions radial to the 
longitudinal axis and the second height being maintained through at least two directions 
radial to said longitudinal axis and in combination with the elements set forth in the 
claim.
